Inventorship 



In view of the papers filed 6/16/03, the inventorship in this nonprovisional 
application has been changed by the deletion of Russell B. Thompson, Sidney D. 
Fleischman, James G. Whayne and David K. Swanson. 

The application will be forwarded to the Office of Initial Patent Examination 
(OIPE) for issuance of a corrected filing receipt, and correction of the file jacket and 
PTO PALM data to reflect the inventorship as corrected. 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 30, 31, 33-39, 50-59 and 70-73 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Lundquist et al. (US 5395327) further in view of Webster, Jr. 
(US 5827278). Lundquist et al. disclose a catheter comprising a hollow catheter body 
(40), a steering center support (350), adhesive material (405), a guide coil (375) and a 
sleeve (320). Lundquist et al. teach all of the limitations of the claims except the 
catheter body having a side wall and an aperture extending through a predetermined 
portion of the side wall. 

Webster, Jr. discloses a similar device and teaches that it is old and well known 
in the art to provide an aperture in the side wall of the catheter body to provide a means 
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for inserting adhesive within the catheter to form a glue joint. Therefore, it would have 
been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made 
to provide an aperture in the side wall of the Lundquist et al. catheter body to provide a 
means for inserting the adhesive within the catheter. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 30,31,33-39,50-59 and 70-73 have 
been considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
